OVER  THE  YEARS 

Commentaries  based  on  cataloging  over  300  sales 


As  consignments  and  commitments  begin  arriving  for  our  1983  A.N.  CONVENTION 
SALE  in  San  Diego  in  August,  I am  reminded  of  the  first  A.N. A.  CONVENTION  I attended 
in  1936.  It  was  held  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  the  gopher  state  (which  was  reflected  in 
the  convention  badge).  There  wasn’t  any  bourse  then  and  visiting  and  viewing  proceeded 
at  a leisurely  pace.  In  today’s  hectic  pace,  we  are  sometimes  prone  to  forget  that  collectors 
have  an  ongoing  interest  in  what  they  seek  while  investors  wax  and  wane  in  keeping  with 
the  vicissitudes  of  the  economy. 

In  1946  we  were  invited  to  conduct  the  A.N. A.  CONVENTION  SALE  in  Davenport, 
Iowa  but  declined  due  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  time  to  prepare  a proper  catalog  after  being 
discharged  from  the  Army.  In  1977  we  decided  to  accede  to  the  honor  and  privilege  of 
conducting  the  A.N. A.  CONVENTION  SALE  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  We  could  not  resist  the 
opportunity  to  put  into  action  some  of  the  ideas  and  concepts  we  had  about 
NUMISMATIC  EDUCATION.  The  resulting  “Five  Books  in  One”  had  a number  of  in- 
novative features  and  we  are  gratified  that  they  are  still  being  used  for  references.  The 
5,446  lot  sale  still  remains  the  LARGEST  A.N. A.  SALE  EVER  HELD.  We  hope  to  include 
additional  features  in  the  1983  A.N. A.  CONVENTION  SALE  which  will  further 
NUMISMATIC  EDUCATION  and  make  it  an  ongoing  reference  work.

Grading,  particularly  in  “Morgan”  dollars,  still  seems  to  be  the  main  problem  today. 
Strength  or  weakness  in  strike  is  quite  important,  but  there  has  been  no  provision  for  this 
factor  in  the  grading  system.  Hopefully,  this  omission  will  be  corrected  in  the  future.

They  soon  became  known  as  “ Teddy  Roosevelt’s  Godless 
Coins.  ” The  motto  became  official  by  Congress  in  1908  under  President  Taft  and  the  dies 
were  altered  so  that  the  motto  appeared  thereafter.  Although  “In  God  We  Trust ” 
appeared  on  all  gold  coins  since  1866  it  was  optional  as  the  official  motto  was  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM.  Now  we  have  both  mottos  appearing  on  our  coins.

10,000  Feb.  1853.

Since  1526  after  the  Turkish  conquest  of  Hungary,  Transylvania  became  a de 
facto  independent  region  under  the  Magyar  princes.
